Finally 










Diapers Decreed 

Essential, Can 
There Be Doubt?

The War Manpower commis- 
sion has solemnly decreed that 
diapers are an essential activ- 
ity. Said “decree”, which en- 
titles diaper industries “to pri- 
ority service by the U. S. Em- 
ployment Service of WMC”, 
may be the solution to one of 
the many aggravating problems 
on the home front that confront- 
ed President Roosevelt on his 
return last month from a six 
weeks’ absence during which he 
visited European and African 
battlefronts. According to the 
National Institute of Diaper 
Services, a petition “signed” by 
millions of babies—via finger — 
and foot prints—will be pF
